LETTERS TO THE EDITOR

Dear Mary Leeuw: 

Congratulations on the Krause 
Numismatic Ambassador Award! You 
certainly deserve the recognition for 
your hard work. And I really enjoy 
FUN-Topics. The publication is always 
interesting and informative. 

I enjoyed seeing the dramatic 
photograph of Tony Stanfield’s coin 
on page 98 of the Spring 1984 issue 
(Vol. XXIX, No. 1). However, the cap- 


tion contained a bit of misleading in- 


formation. While Mr. Stanfield 
acquired his rare coin the best possible 


way — at face value from the Rich- 


mond, Virginia store where he is em- 
ployed — the coin’s value probably is 
considerably less than the quoted 
amount of “a thousand-dollar penny.” 
Double denomination coins, in this 
case a previously-struck dime some- 
how got struck by one-cent dies, are 
rather scarce. A bit of hunting among 
error coin dealers will locate them, and 
usually with a price tag closer to the 
$375-$400 range for 1980's speci- 
mens, not $1,000. 

These so-called ‘‘eleven-cent” pieces 
do not have ‘‘. . . the image of Roose- 
velt . .. stamped over that of Lincoln” 
as stated in the photo’s caption. It’s 
the other way around. 


Roosevelt was there first, then 
came Lincoln. A one-cent coin could 
never fit in the coining press collar 
used for dimes, it’s just too big. But a 
dime planchet (the blank coin disc on 
which the design will be stamped) can 
fit into the collar for the striking of 
one-cent pieces. 

Now and then a dime planchet 
winds up with the one-cent planchets 
and you get a strange-looking “penny.” 
These modern wrong planchet coins 
retail for about $80 each. However, to 
get a previously-struck coin mixed in 
with blanks and have it struck a 
second time with the dies of another 
denomination, is rare — and desirable 
for collectors! 

So, while Mr. Stanfield’s Mint error 
may not be worth quite as much as he 
thought, it certainly is valued at con- 
siderably more than face value, the 
amount he paid for it. 

And, finding this oddity in a roll of 
coins at a convenience store is like 
getting a ‘‘7-11”’ with a “roll” of the 
dice but with much greater odds. 

I wish you the best in 1984.

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THE HISTORICAL U.S, NICKEL 


By DAVID MASSEY, FUN No. 6786-3 


The United States nickel or five- 
cent piece has a richand varied history. 
In telling about the past, it in itself has 
created its own story. The roots of this 
coin go back to one of the most his- 
torical events in American heritage: 
The Civil War. 

The economic problems of this era 
brought about a shortage of small 
change. Civil War merchant tokens, 
government fractional currency, and 
encased postage stamps were the only 
things around; the public was melting 
most silver coinage for its intrinsic 
value. When the war was over, a new 
five-cent coin was proposed to eventu- 
ally replace the silver half dimes and to 
restore order and uniformity to small 
change. The new issue, which would 
be seventy-five percent copper and 
twenty-five percent nickel, was to be 
bigger than the dime but smaller than 
the quarter to keep the metallic values 
proportional. The idea was _ well 
acclaimed and soon plans were under- 
way. 

The Mint assigned the task of de- 
signing the new issue to James B. 
Longacre, despite his reputation as an 
incompetent engraver. Because of his 
lack of skill and the general inexperi- 
ence with the hard alloy, many die- 
crack varieties were produced. Long- 
acre designed several trial pieces with 
the busts of Washington (Figure 1) 
and Lincoln, and several different 
mottos such as “‘God and our Coun- 
try” and “In God we Trust.’ Since 
there are so many different pattern 
strikes, the speculation arises that

most of these were not made as trial 
pieces but for selling to the public.’ 
Usually Longacre derived his 
designs from other coins. This time he 
used the two-cent piece as a model. 
The “new” engraving displayed a 
shield on the obverse from which it 
got its name, the Shield nickel. On the 
reverse was a large “S” encircled with 
thirteen stars with rays between each. 
The latter caused striking problems. As 
a result, the Mint removed the rays in 
1867 creating a second type. A rumor 
swept the nation that the “without 
rays” type was a counterfeit.? The 
Shield nickel was last.struck in 1883. 
In 1881, the Mint directed Charles 
E. Barber to design a new uniform 
series to replace the current one-cent, 
three-cent, and five-cent pieces. Trial 
strikes were made with a symbolic 
portrait of the Greek goddess Diana 
on the obverse with the Roman 
numerals I, III, and V on the reverse 
(Figure 2). Finally, the Mint officials 
decided to use only the five-cent coin. 
This new design bred fraud in more 
ways than one. It led to the birth of 
the famous “racketeer” nickel. Some 
clever opportunists quickly discovered 
that there was no mark of denomina- 
tion except “V” on the new coins. 
Many were gold-plated, and some even 
had reeded edges; therefore, they 
could pass for a new five-dollar gold 
coin. A common way to deceive with 
this coin proved to be a good and safe 
one. A person would enter a local 
country store to buy a three-cent item 
such as a cigar. He would put the item 
on the counter with a gold-plated 
nickel. If the clerk had seen the new 
nickels, the customer would get his 
two cents in change. If not, the clerk 
would give $4.97 in change. When 
these offenders were caught, they 
could never be prosecuted. Excuses 
such as, “I knew it was a nickel, he 
just gave me too much change,” 
proved to be valid.? As a result, the 
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Charles E. Barber's pattern coins for the proposed I, III, and V cent coins.

word “CENTS” had to be added to 
the reverse. Since the “no cents” 
variety was hoarded, today they are 
more common than the revised variety 
of that year. 

The second scandal surrounding the 
“V” nickel occurred in 1913. The 
striking of these coins was intended to 
end in 1912 at Philadelphia, Denver, 
and San Francisco. For some reason, 
five unauthorized 1913 Liberty nickels 
were struck. There are several theories 
of how this situation came about. It is 
known that dies for the 1913 Liberty 
nickel were made because the new 
Buffalo nickel plans were not com- 
plete in time. Trial strikes from this 
die may have been kept by the Mint 
to trade later for other coins needed 
in the Mint’s collection, or to sell to 
collectors. This may also explain such 
Mint “errors” as the 1913 Buffalo 


nickel without initials and the 1913 
Buffalo nickel in solid copper. Pattern 
strikes were not uncommon in those 
days because all one had to do to 
abscond with a trial strike was to pay 
eight cents to the Proof and Medal 
Fund for each! Also a Mint employee 
may have struck or acquired the pieces 
while working “overtime.’”* 

Much of the above leads to one per- 
son — Samuel Brown. He worked as a 
Mint shopkeeper at the time. Seven 
years later, he was the first to advertise 
as a buyer for these coins (Figure 3). 
He may have done this for two rea- 
sons: to make it seem like he had 
bought them, or to create a high mar- 
ket price for the pieces he may have 
already had. Later, when he boasted of 
owning five of these rare nickels, he 
never specifically said where he got 
the coins. 
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When the time came to replace the 
nickel, the Mint did not invite the 
current engraver, Charles E. Barber, to 
redesign it because of the general dis- 
pleasure with his works. Instead, they 
commissioned James E. Fraser to en- 
grave a new five-cent piece. Fraser 
decided to make a truly American 
coin. He chose the two groups who 
had paid the highest price in the 
“winning of the West” — the Indian 
and the buffalo. The absence of the 
motto, “In God we Trust,” might 
symbolize the lack of hope for them.°® 

Much of the interest concerning the 
Buffalo- or Indian-head nickel focuses 
on the models used for the symbolic 
design. Among the Indians who 
claimed fame as a model for the ob- 
verse was Chief Two Moons White 
Calf; Fraser denied his claim. Other 
than this comment, Fraser did not say 
much about the models he used be- 
cause he was more interested in a type 
of an Indian than individual portraits.’ 
However, Fraser’s wife revealed that 
there were three models: Chief Iron 
Trail, a Sioux who probably modeled 
the cheek, chin, and mouth; Chief 
Two Moons, a northern Cheyenne who 
most likely modeled the hair and 
braids; and Chief John Big Tree, the 
most famous of the three, who 
modeled the nose and possibly the 
forehead. All three were working in 
minor roles in New York’s Wild West 
shows at the time. It is believed that 
Big Tree alone played over a hundred 
Western roles in thirty-five years.* He 
toured the United States as “the head 
on the Buffalo Nickel” in his later 
years, until his death in 1967 at the 
claimed age of 102. Historians from 
the Onodaga Reservation where he 
died said he was 92. Regardless how 
old he was, he got a lot more mileage 
out of the Buffalo nickel than his 
counterparts who died in 1927 and 
1917 respectively. 

Although never directly stated by 
Fraser, it is believed that the model 
for the reverse was Black Diamond, a 
famous 1550-pound attraction at the 
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Central Park Zoo. When he became 
disabled and arthritic in 1915, the Zoo 
put him up for auction and received 
no bids. A private slaughter company 
bought him for $300. To no avail, 
citizens tried to buy him back for 
$1,000. Black Diamond’s head was 
mounted, and his hide was made into a 
robe, present location unknown. Coin- 
cidentally, he was the model for the 
$10 Legal Tender Note also. 

The public heavily criticized the 
new Buffalo nickel. The raised mound 
on which the buffalo stood created 
stacking problems. The American 
Numismatic Association complained 
that the date and Mint mark wore 
away too easily. The Mint was forced 
to correct the problems of stacking 
and the Mint mark by creating “Type 
II” with the buffalo standing on a flat 
line and the denomination and Mint 
mark placed on the field. This change 
also corrected some roughness in the 
field under the buffalo. Generally, the 
coin was criticized for having too 
much design for so small a coin. The 
letters were too jumbled and crammed 
together. That assessment is true; in 
fact, Fraser said he would have left 
them off if they had not been required 
by law.? 

When the new nickel was released, 
many creative and artistic hobos 
(generally talented, intelligent, versa- 
tile, hard-working, and honest wan- 
derers) saw the potential for reshaping 
the Indian’s head into other likenesses. 
Most of these ‘thobo nickels” were 
made around the Great Depression to 
pass idle time, buy a meal, or to store

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memories. Shopkeepers of the era 
jumped on the bandwagon and made 
their own tokens distinguished by the 
hat detail. Prisoners on chain gangs 
began to carve nickels to gain favors 
from the guards who often gave them 
short engraving tools. Since hobo 
nickels have become popular, many 
modern etchings have been made to 
deceive unwary collectors.’ 

These coins demonstrate different 
levels of quality based largely on the 
method and skill of carving. The most 
desirable type is the “pushed metal” 
method, in which the carver moved 
portions of the metal to raise the ear 
or hat brim (Figure 4). The next best 
variety is the type on which different 
amounts of metal were carved away 
to create the intended design. The 
lowest quality coins are usually 
“punched” with a metal stamp.

The most famous hobo nickel 
carvers were “Bert” and “Bo.” Bert, 
who signed his coins by removing the 
“LI” and “Y” of “LIBERTY,” taught 
Bo (George Washington Hughes) the 
facts of life and how to carve nickels. 
Bert taught Bo to strive for perfection, 
and Bo did just that until a crippling 
accident in 1957. After that, Bo began 
to use the punch method, and the 
quality of his work went slowly down- 
hill until his presumed death in 
1980." 

There are several notable varieties 
of the Buffalo nickel that have been 
discovered. The distinct 1916/1916 
double die and the 1918/7 D re- 
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punched date have been widely publi- 
cized. The expert numismatist, Q. 
David Bowers, discovered the 1938 
D/S repunched Mint mark in 1961. 
The most famous variety is the 1938 
D three-legged buffalo. The middle 
part of one of the buffalo’s legs was 
obliterated on the die, leaving a blank 
space on the coin. When the Buffalo 
nickel’s minimum of twenty-five years 
were up, the Mint was eager to replace 
it. They decided to have a contest for 
the best design honoring the late 
President Thomas Jefferson. This deci- 
sion established the transition from 
symbols to portraits on our coinage.’ 
The Mint invited over 400 engravers to 
compete for $1,000 and the new 
nickel design. Felix Oscar Schlag’s bust 
of Jefferson and his breath-taking side 
view of Monticello design (Figure 5) 
won the competition. However, the 
Mint reserved the right to make 
changes, and that they did. The stylish 
lettering was modified to regular 
print, and Jefferson’s bust was made 
to look more stern. They completely 
eliminated the reverse in favor of a 
front view of the building that may be 
compared to a Roman mausoleum. To 
prevent this, the word “MONTI- 
CELLO” appears below the building. 
Schlag was so disgusted with the 
changes that he left his initials off the 
finished product.’? The Mint added 
them after he died in 1966.

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B.U. MORGAN AND PEACE DOLLARS 
SOAR IN ’84! 


By RANDY CAMPBELL 


In my previous article in FUN- 
Topics I reported that the overall 
pace of the U.S. coin market was 
somewhat slower in January of °84 
than it was in January of ’83. Readers 
of this column were urged to take 
advantage of the situation with the 
advice that “‘some of your best bar- 
gains are available at times like 
these.’’! 

Many of you must have followed 
my advice because what followed was 
nothing less than an out-and-out bull 
market for B.U. Morgan and Peace 
dollars. Gains of 20, 25, even 30 per- 
cent have been registered in just three 
months’ time! 

This dollar market upturn has been 
broadly based as everything from 
average uncirculated MS-60’s to gem 
MS-65’s have roared ahead to much 
higher levels. Both common dates and 
scarce dates have scored gains. 

In an effort to gain a better under- 
standing of the current B.U. dollar 
market, I will focus attention on the 
various GRADES of B.U. dollars and 
attempt to delineate not only where 
we have been but, more importantly, 
where we are headed, pricewise, for 
the rest of 1984. 


MS-60 & 63 DOLLARS 

Spurred higher by the fantastic rise 
in B.U. dollar rolls, MS-60 and MS-63 
dollars have shown amazing strength in 


early 1984. Here are just a few 
examples of the more commonly 
traded dates: 
MS-60

These gains would be significant if 
they occurred over an entire year. But 
considering that they occurred over 
just a three-month period, these in- 
creases take on even greater meaning. 
This is especially true if one considers 
the fact that these gains have been 
registered during a period when the 
precious metals have been dormant 
(in fact, gold bullion is slightly lower 
now than it was in early January). 
Thus, the higher bid prices for MS-60 
and MS-63 dollars are due solely to 
collector-investor demand, NOT to 
higher bullion prices! 

It is unlikely that the rest of 1984 
will witness a continued meteoric rise 
in these average uncirculated dollars. 
Yet a more orderly pace is possible, 
especially if bullion silver finally 
achieves its long anticipated rise to 
the $11-$15 price range. 

My best guess is that during the 
second quarter of 1984 (April-May- 
June), bullion will remain fairly stag- 
nant and the B.U. rolls of dollars 
should likewise undergo a “‘cooling- 
off” period. But, later in the year, the

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pending reality of IRS restrictions and 
regulations mandating reporting re- 
quirements on bullion items will cause 
a large investor swing out of Kruger- 
rands and into U.S. gold coins; out of 
silver bars and into B.U. dollars. These 
regulations, if combined with an up- 
swing in the precious metals, could 
bring about another round of price in- 
creases for MS-60 and 63 dollars 
during the last half of 1984. Thus, 
careful investment during the above- 
mentioned “cooling-off” period could 
pay nice dividends by year’s end. 

Since the price gap between MS-60 
dollars and MS-63 dollars has 
narrowed in recent months, my per- 
sonal preference would be in favor of 
the MS-63 dollars over the MS-60’s. 
Dates like 1882, °83 and °84-CC, 
1883, °84 and °85-O, 1885, °86 and 
°87-P, and 1922-P, °23-P, ’24-P and 
*25-P can be obtained in MS-63 for 
just a small mark-up over the MS-60 
price. Considering the difference in 
quality, the MS-63 coin is clearly the 
better buy for long-term investment. 

A few more words of advice may be 
in order. MS-63 1878-S dollars (at the 
current quote of $90) and MS-63 
1881-S Morgans (at $70) may prove to 
be good long-term buys. But, for my 
money, the MS-63 Philadelphia Mint 
dollars from 1879 to 1883 are a better 
purchase at the lower price of $65. 
Nice 1881-0 and 1882-0 dollars (also 
quoted at $65) are also worth con- 
sidering at current bid levels.* 


MS-64 DOLLARS 

I know what you are going to say. 
“What do you mean, MS-64 dollars? 
I’ve never heard of them before!” 
Well, you won’t find MS-64 dollars 
listed on the ‘‘Greysheet.”? You won't 
find them in the “Red Book,” nor in 
Coin World “Trends.” But you will 
find them in the Real World of Coin 
Shows! 

In his excellent article in the Feb. 
1984 issue of the National Silver 
Dollar Roundtable Journal, A\ John- 
brier answers the question, “Is there 
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an MS-64 Dollar?” with a definite 
YES. 

It is his contention (and mine, too) 
that a large percentage of B.U. dollars 
that are bought and sold at coin shows 
actually trade at prices between MS-63 
and MS-6S bid levels. This is where the 
REAL market REALLY IS! 

At the January Silver Dollar Inves- 
tors’ Forum held at the FUN Conven- 
tion in Tampa, noted authority Wayne 
Miller said that “one of the best bar- 
gains in the coin market are marginal 
gem silver dollars that can be bought 
as marginal gems’’® — another way of 
saying MS-64 dollars. 

In early January, MS-64 pre-1921 
common date Morgan dollars traded 
frequently in the $50-$70 price range. 
Now, three months later, they are sel- 
dom seen below the $85-$110 price 
range. It is my best judgment that, 
during this time frame, MS-64 dollars 
have risen from 25 to 40 percent! 
Specifically, MS-64 1880-S, 1881-S, 
1886-P, and 1887-P dollars have 
jumped from the $60-$75 range to the 
$90-$120 range in just three months! 
Did you follow Wayne Miller’s advice? 

The outlook for MS-64 dollars re- 
mains favorable for the rest of this 
year. In January they traded at levels 
just above MS-63 teletype bid levels. 
But, by year’s end, MS-64 dollars will 
trade at prices which are just below 
MS-65 bid levels — a sure sign that the 
market is getting stronger while grad- 
ing becomes slightly less stringent.” 

Or, put another way, a friend of 
mine told me, “In January it took an 
MS-67 coin to bring MS-65 prices. 
Now, an MS-65 coin can fetch MS-65 
prices. By December, some MS-64’s 
will bring MS-65 prices.” So, folks, 
start buying those MS-64’s! 


MS-65 DOLLARS 
In my previous article I predicted 
strong gains for gem quality silver 
dollars in 1984.8 Specifically, my top 
three recommended dates in MS-65 
condition were as follows:

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THE HISTORICAL U.S. NICKEL 


When our nation entered World War 
II, nickel became an essential military 
material. A temporary substitute metal 
had to be found. A mixture of 56% 
copper, 34% silver, and 9% manganese 
became the new alloy. To signify the 
change, the Mint enlarged the Mint 
mark and put it over the dome of the 
building. The Mint mark ‘‘P”’ for Phila- 
delphia was first used on these “war- 
time nickels.” The public showed little 
if any reaction to the new coins that 
appeared in mid-1942 and were dis- 
continued in 1945. The Mint returned 
to the previous alloy and Mint mark in 
1946, and the same basic coin is struck 
to date. 

The recent interest in well struck 
coins has introduced the ‘“full-step 
Jefferson nickel.” This is a system of 
counting the number of steps visible 
on the building. “Full-step” coins (five 
to six steps visible) often command a 
high premium. Then there are such 
categories as 44% steps, 24 steps, and 
1% steps. These lower classifications 
do not really influence the price of the 
coin, but they offer an interesting pas- 
time for members of the Full-Step 
Jefferson Nickel Club, “PAC.” It also 
provides another nice way to over- 
grade. 

To say the least, the nickel is his- 
torically a very interesting coin. Its 
roots lie in the Civil War, and it made a 
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good start with the Shield nickel. 
Fraud marked the Liberty nickel’s 
entrance and grand exit. Colorful 
ideas, models, varieties, and alterations 
make the Buffalo nickel a remarkable 
series. The long-running Jefferson 
nickel has given us stability for four 
and one-half decades. Are we due fora 
change? Maybe we will soon have 
another member to add to the family 
of the historical United States nickels.

Best of all, there’s more good news 
ahead. Unlike the B.U. rolls and the 
MS-60 and 63 dollars, gem MS-65 
dollars will NOT undergo a “cooling- 
off” period this year. Gems are pre- 
dicted to do very well throughout 
1984! 

Despite their huge gains earlier this 
year, I still like the gem Carson City 
dollars, especially the 1882-CC, ’83- 
CC, and ’84-CC. Look for them! They 
are sure winners in 1984. 

Five common date dollars should 
also be strong performers. They are 
1879-S, 1880-S, 1881-S, 1886-P, and 
1887-P. All of these dates could be in 
the $175-$225 range by year’s end. 
1984 will be remembered as the last 
year when gem Morgan and Peace 
dollars were available below the $200 
mark. 

In the slightly better dates, issues 
such as 1887-0, 1888-P, ’88-O, ’89-P, 
1890-P, 1902-0, 1921-D, and 1921-S 
all figure to turn in strong perfor- 
mances. 

Seven dates stand out in the Peace 
dollar series. The 1922-P (much 
scarcer in gem than the °23-P), the 
1922-D and S, the 1923-D and S, and

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the 1926-P and §S are all solid candi- 
dates for big gains in 1984. 

In summation, then, 1984 promises 
to be a VERY BIG YEAR indeed for 
MS-65 Morgan and Peace dollars! 
FINDING these elusive gems can be 
difficult. But those who search out 
and invest in these gems will be re- 
warded with handsome profits in the 
coming years ahead. 


PROOFLIKE MORGAN DOLLARS 

MS-63  prooflike Morgans have 
registered modest gains this year 
(somewhat below my expectations). 
As has been the case with MS-64 
frosty dollars, MS-64 deep mirrors 
have done very well in early 1984, 
with most common date P-L’s rising 
20 to 25 percent. 

The real action, as usual, has been 
with the gem MS-65 prooflikes. The 
1984 edition of Silver Dollar Fortune- 
Telling contains my recommended 
selections for gem prooflike Morgan 
dollars.1° Among the specific dates 
which I recommend in that chapter, 
early 1984 has witnessed the following 
performances: 


DATE JAN. 6 APR. 6! 
1878-7TF 

(Rev. 79) $950 $1250 
1878-CC 460 600 
1880-CC 750 1100 
1180-CC 

(Rev. '78) 800 1200 


The outlook for the gem _ proof- 
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likes remains very rosy for the rest of 
this year. Again, for my specific re- 
commendations, see my chapter in the 
1984 Silver Dollar Fortune-Telling. 
But, as a general rule, I believe that the 
common and semi-common dates 
should do extremely well this year. By 
this time next year, there will be no 
gem prooflikes available for less than 
$500. 

And, speaking of “available,” no 
area of the dollar market suffers. from 
the availability problem as much as 
the gem P-L’s. Knowledgeable dealers 
and collectors are quite aware of this, 
so when shopping for gem deep 
mirrors, don’t be surprised if the ask- 
ing price is well ahead of current tele- 
type bid levels. There are no bargain 
prices these days! 

Investors are urged to act promptly 
if they hope to add one or two gem 
prooflikes to their investment port- 
folios. Today’s prices cannot last too 
much longer. Sooner or later, this 
combination of pent-up demand for 
gem P-L’s plus an acute supply short- 
age situation will bring about a massive 
run of higher bid prices on the tele- 
type (in an effort to pry loose a rea- 
sonable quantity of gem  P-L’s). 
Clearly, as an investor, the time to 
make your purchases is BEFORE the 
big “‘push” in P-L prices takes place! 


CONCLUSION 

Since 1977, mint state Morgan and 
Peace dollars have been the number 
one items in all of numismatics. And 
1984 will certainly go down as another 
banner year for silver dollar investors. 
Many issues will score gains of 40 to 
50 percent, or more, in 1984! Will 
you get your share? 

I hope to see as many of you as 
possible at the big Clearwater Coin 
Convention at Sheraton Sand Key in 
Clearwater Beach, July 4-7. And don’t 
forget the big coin show auction, July 
5 and 6. Come by my table where we 
can discuss our favorite subject — 
those beautiful silver dollars!!

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HEATON’S SCARCE STUDY ON U.S. BRANCH MINTS 
TO BE REPRINTED 


A very scarce study on Mint Marks 
on U.S. Coinage, authored by the 
noted numismatist, A. G. Heaton, in 
1893, is being reprinted for collectors 
by the Foundation for Numismatic 
Education, Inc. 

According to Sanford J. Durst, 
President of the non-profit founda- 
tion, the treatise, published 90 years 
ago, is titled The Coinage of the 
United States Branch Mints. The 64- 
page monograph goes into great detail 
as to variations in mintmarks, rarities, 
reasons for many of the mintmark 
changes, Mint History, early statistics 
from Mint Reports, etc. It is an out- 
standing study and includes much in- 
formation not generally available else- 
where, providing excellent reference 
for the serious numismatist. 

Heaton, in his Preface, indicates 
that in 1893 he owned a nearly com- 
plete collection of Philadelphia coin- 
age, and decided to embark on collect- 
ing a type set of one of each denomi- 
nation and mintmark of the Branch 
Mints. He notes that “of the total 277 
dates of all denominations, which the 


branch mints produced from 1838- 
1893, we only lacked seven.” As early 
Mint Reports were hard to get for the 
average collector, he digested all the 
information and turned it into 
“Scarce”’ or “Rare” annotations in his 
book. 

As extensive as his numismatic 
interests were, Heaton was even more 
famous as an artist, and philatelists 
may be interested in that his painting, 
“The Recall of Colombus,” at the U.S. 
Capitol, appeared on the 50 cents 
Columbian stamp of 1893. Original 
orders of the book in 1893, at $1.00, 
were available from dealers or directly 
from the author by, as he stated, 
sending ‘“‘a money order, postal note, 
or a greenback so wrapped as to be un- 
seen through the envelope, and at 
sender’s risk.”

SIX ENGRAVED TRADE NOTES 
RELEASED BY QUEBEC CITY GROCERY STORE 


By JERRY REMICK, FUN # 4961 


The J. A. Moisan grocery store of 
Quebec City released a set of six (6) 
engraved trade notes on February 15, 
1984, commemorating the 450th 
Anniversary of Jacques Cartier’s first 
voyage to Canada in 1534. 

A portrait of Jacques Cartier is 
shown at the left side of the obverse 
and Cartier’s ships are pictured in the 
center. A serial number in red is shown 
in two places. 

A photo of the J. A. Moisan 
grocery store, taken a few decades 
after it was opened in 1871, is fea- 
tured on the reverse. Each denomina- 
tion shows the same design and differs 


only in color and denomination 
numeral. 
The notes were engraved and 


printed on a high quality Bond type 
paper containing tiny colored paper 
planchets by J. B. Deschanp Inc. of 
Beauport, Quebec, a subsidiary of the 
Canadian Banknote Company Ltd. 
Each denomination has its own 
basic color. The reverse design and 
lettering appears in this color. The 
obverse design and lettering is printed 
in black with a lighter shade of the 
denomination’s color in the back- 


ground. The color and maximum num- 
ber printed for each denomination are: 
3 sous (40,000) red; 5 sous (30,000) 
golden yellow; 10 sous (12,000) 
green; 50 sous (1,500) blue; 1 piastre 
(1,500) brown; and 2 piastres (1,500) 
orange. 

The terms “sou” and “piastre’’ are 
used instead of “‘cent’’ and “‘dollar”’ as 
they refer back to French usage in 
Quebec during early times as well as 
usage today. 

The notes and also a 33mm nickel 
trade token of 30 sous are given to 
store customers at the rate of one per- 
cent of the total value of their pur- 
chase. They are valid for merchandise 
in the store at any time and bear no 
expiry date. 

A complete set of the six 1984 
trade notes in a plastic holder is avail- 
able at $5.50 postpaid from J. A. 
Moisan, Attn. Boris Maltais, 699 rue 
St. Jean, Quebec City, Quebec, Canada 
GIR 1P7. The 3, 5, and 10 sous are 
available at $1.00 postpaid each. The 
other denominations are available only 
in the complete sets.

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SILVER DOLLAR 
GENEALOGY 


By MARY LEEUW, LM 220 


The first dollar-sized silver coin for 
general circulation was struck in 
1486 by Arch-Duke Sigismund of 
Tyrol; followed in 1515 by the Bohe- 
mian government from silver mined at 
the St. Joachim Valley, thus the name 
Joachimsthal (German _ language) 
Joachimsthalers. Thus, in time both 
coins were called thalars, from this 
point the Anglo-Saxon produced the 
word “dollar.” 

Early American settlements had 
little or no use for these large silver 
coins. By the late 1600's, the native 
Yankees and the New Englanders 
started to trade with Africa and the 
West Indies. They were forbidden by 
English law to trade with Europe 
proper. There were only so much 
native American produce and manu- 
factures that could be traded in Africa 
or the West Indies. At first the Ameri- 
cans used whatever large silver coins 
that happened to come their way — 
these usually being the Leeuwen- 
dauler (Lion Dollar); properly speak- 
ing, this coin is a crown. Spanish silver 
coins were also used. 

Although much of colonial North 
America was under the British flag, 
England made no attempt to provide 
dollar-size silver for commerce. By the 
late 17th century, Spanish dollars, or 
pieces of eight reals, had become in- 
creasingly common in America and 
her overseas affairs. 

Samples of the Continental Dollar 
were struck in Philadelphia, but most 
were of pewter because of the lack of 
silver. This was in 1776/77. It was 
doomed before it got off the ground. 

Thomas Jefferson came up with a 
plan in 1783, but Robert Morris had a 
plan of his own. Some pattern coins 
were struck during 1783; the project 
died at birth. Many more schemes 
followed; all came to naught, except 
the Fugio cent because they were 
coined by a private contractor, James 
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Jarvis. These also went by the wayside. 

In April, 1790, John H. Mitchell of 
South Carolina asked his representa- 
tive in Congress to propose a scheme 
for private coinage by contract. Mit- 
chell was acting as agent for Matthew 
Boulton, a famous English coiner, to 
coin from his mint in Europe pieces 
of gold, silver, and copper. This re- 
quest went to Jefferson. His answer 
was No, due to the exposure of coin- 
age to interruption because of wars 
and other problems. 

Congress then asked Treasurer- 
Secretary Hamilton to prepare a re- 
port on the establishment of a mint 
in the United States. Thus, both 
Jefferson and Hamilton were aware 
of the popularity of the pieces of 
eight because this coin was so impor- 
tant in both domestic and foreign 
affairs. We had to pay off the large 
debts (foreign loans) incurred before 
and during the establishment of the 
new government in 1789. 

Our new dollar was to contain 376 
grains (24.365 grams) of pure silver. 
The next step was to find out just 
exactly what the pieces of eight 
actually weighed in silver. At that 
time very few persons knew that the 
Spanish government had reduced the 
amount of silver in its coins on more 
than one occasion during the past half 
century, while still retaining the old 
gross weight. 

The matter of weight was found to 
change from the time the coins were 
minted, as coins lose weight and intrin- 
sic value as they circulate. The Spanish 
dollars of 1790 contained 375 grains 
of pure silver when first issued. How- 
ever, the ones checked had a weight of 
only 371 grams, about 1% less than its 
legal weight. 

In the final decision, Hamilton 
chose the weight of pure silver for the 
American dollar to be 371.25 grains 
(24.057 grams). He suggested the fine- 
ness of 11/12 be used, which would 
give a gross weight of 405 grains 
(26.244 grams). Thus the American 
Dollar came into being.

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TIPS FOR CONVENTION-GOERS 
HOTEL TIPPING 


Frequent travelers have come to re- 
gard tipping, especially at hotels, as 
increasingly important when planning 
their overall travel expenses. And no 
wonder. It is estimated that last year 
Americans spent over $3-billion tip- 
ping everyone from  bellhops to 
barbers. According to folklore, the 
practice of tipping originated at a 
popular 18th-century London pub. 
Overworked waiters began placing 
bowls marked ‘‘To insure promptness”’ 
on each table... and the patrons were 
willing to spend a little extra to receive 
preferential treatment. Since many 
hotels today offer a myriad of services, 
we thought you'd appreciate the 
following tips on hotel tipping: 

BARBER: 15% of bill. 

BEAUTY SALON: 20% of bill, to 
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be split between hairdresser,’ sham- 
pooer, and manicurist. 

BELLHOPS: $1 for each piece of 
luggage, slightly more if the luggage is 
especially heavy or cumbersome. 

CONCIERGE: The concierge need 
not be tipped, but $5 to $10 recog- 
nizes especially helpful service and 
builds goodwill for future visits. 

DOORMEN: A satisfactory tip for 
removing standard luggage from a car 
is $1; for hailing a passing cab, also $1. 

MAID: A minimum of $1 per day, 
more if the room requires special 
attention.

ROOM SERVICE: 15% of bill. 

SHOESHINER: 50¢ minimum, 
more depending on service. 

VALET PARKING: $1 for each 
time your car is called or parked. 

WAITER/WAITRESS: 15% to 20% 
of bill.

collection from being damaged. 


You cannot depend on dealers to safely package coins.

LET THEM HOLD GOLD

From the narrowed standpoint of 
South Africa’s gold reserves, there 
was a gratifying amount of bad news 
around the world last month: “war” 
between Iraq and Iran, OPEC cutting 
production, the USSR making noises 
on the Polish border. Gold, naturally, 
surged on the resulting anxiety, to 
$715 an ounce. 


Gold’s price surge, however, was it- 


self bad news. How so? Because every 
time the metal’s price rises, South 
Africa’s Chamber of Mines finds it all 
the more difficult to move its enorm- 
ously successful retail product, the 
l-ounce gold Krugerrand. Since the 
coin was first introduced in 1967, 
International Gold Corp., the Cham-

ber of Mines’ marketing arm, has sold 
over $20-billion at current prices — 
obviously playing a major role in 
keeping South Africa’s economy 
afloat. 

But with gold at $700 an ounce, 
customers are becoming scarce. In 
volume terms, Krugerrand _ sales 
dropped around 18% last year, to 4.9 
million coins. Sales for the first 8 
months of 1980 came to only 1.6 
million units. Thanks in part to gold’s 
price rise (and in part to aggressive 
Canadian and Mexican gold-coin mar- 
keting schemes), South Africa’s share 
of the world’s bullion coin market has 
dropped from around 75% in 1978 to 
60% today. As Chamber of Mines’

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Vice President L. W. P. van den Bosch 
put it for a group of gold traders and 
dealers in London late last month: “It 
is the view of Intergold (i.e., Interna- 
tional Gold Corp.) that there are great 
numbers of potential Krugerrand 
buyers for whom the price of a 1-oz. 
unit is too high.” It is the middle 
classes, van den Bosch said, who 
especially need hedges against infla- 
tion. “Accordingly,” he announced, 
“Intergold now wishes to place gold 
ownership once more within the reach 
of these people.” 

To do that, van den Bosch is acting 
like a lot of other merchants would 
with a price problem. He is adding 
smaller Krugerrands to his product line 
and raising his margins on them. 
Effective immediately, South Africa 
will sell four Krugerrands: the original 
l-oz. coin, plus a half-ounce, quarter- 
ounce, and tenth-of-an-ounce Kruger- 
rand, Says van den Bosch: “It is our 
belief that these new smaller Kruger- 
rands will make a major impression on 
the world gold market as they will

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enable the general populace oncé again 
to afford to buy and own a piece of 
gold.” 

One clear impression is that “the 
general populace”’ will pay heavily for 
the privilege. Here’s why: 

South Africa sells Krugerrands to 
distributors at gold’s going price, 
PLUS a premium. The premium on the 
original l-ounce coin remains 3% — 
stiff but bearable. But premiums on 
the new smaller coins are something 
else: 5% and 7% on the half- and 
quarter-ounce coins respectively, and a 
full 9% on the tenth-of-an-ounce 
“mini-Kruger”’ coin. 

Why is the general populace being 
asked to pay as much as three times 
the premium that more affluent 
buyers are charged? Forbes put the 
question to W. K. Cruikshanks, Inter- 
national Gold Corp.’s_ thoughtful 
young director of the coin division.

A burglary means that someone 
enters your shop with criminal intent, 
usually in your absence. The police 
call it breaking and entering. 

A robbery (or hold-up) describes “‘a 
face-to-face confrontation with the 
thief, involving some kind of physical 


’ 


force.’ 

This article deals with the latter... 
what to do (and what not to do) 
before, during, and after a hold-up. 

In the absence of Acting Chief of 
Police Ed Kredatus, we spoke with 
Sgt. John Koren of the Clifton, N.J. 
Police Department, who was most co- 
operative. 


DURING 


The first and most important thing 
to try to do during a hold-up is remain 
calm. (Granted, this is difficult at gun- 
point.) But ‘“‘remember that the thief 
is nervous, too, possibly even ‘hopped 
up.’ He is tense and can be triggered 
by anything unexpected.” 

If a weapon is pointed at you, cer- 
tainly do not try judo or any sort of 
physical defense. Far more worth- 
while, is simply to train your mind to 
observe as many details as possible of 
what is going on. 

Start by trying to memorize the in- 


truder’s features. Hands are of parti- 
cular interest. “Many robbers have 
tattoos between the thumb and fore- 
finger (which are particularly visible if 
he is holding a gun in an ungloved 
hand). Even if the thief has gloves on, 
try to observe whether he is right- 
handed or left-handed.” 

Try to do whatever the robber says, 
all the while observing him and his 
weapon, if he has one. If you are 
familiar with weapons, try to identify 
his. Is it a revolver (with a revolving 
bullet chamber), or the type of pistol 
which uses a clip? Possibly it is a shot- 
gun, or a sawed-off shotgun. 

Try not to touch anything, not 
only in case of fingerprints, but to 
“preserve the scene of the crime.” 

“Don’t take any risks when a 
robber confronts you. Do NOT reach 
for a gun.” 

In observing the robber, try to 
notice his height, color of hair, speech 
characteristics; coat or jacket; beard, 
moustache or sideburns; glasses. 


AFTER 


After the robbery, try to observe 
the direction in which he leaves — and, 
of course, the license plate if in a car. 
“Police computers can identify a car 
from its plate in seconds.” 

Immediately afterwards, call the 
police. It is important to specify if you 
have just been robbed and the thieves 
are still in the vicinity, because “‘the 
police will not send all units directly 
to the scene; they send some men to 
the boundaries of the town” or other 
key points. 

Clifton police response-time is two

minutes. If your police are slower, 
spend the time profitably by writing 
down your observations so you do not 
forget them by the time the police 
arrive. 

If there are more than one of you 
in the shop at the time of the hold-up, 
do NOT discuss it among yourselves 
before you discuss it with the police. 
Each should write down his own ob- 
servations separately. (Conversation 
among yourselves can play tricks with 
the mind and confuse the issue.) 

“When the police arrive, tell them 
only what you are absolutely sure of 
and what you have actually observed; 
give them precise descriptions wher- 
ever possible. 

“And let them know where you can 
be reached at all times.” This is im- 
portant in the event they locate the 
robber; a suspect has his rights, too, 
and cannot be held overly long on sus- 
picion. “If you are due to identify a 
suspect in a line-up, be prompt, and 
try to cooperate if asked to testify.” 


BEFORE 


There are precautions which can be 
taken prior to the robbery. “Be sus- 
picious of a long coat in warm wea- 
ther”; it may be concealing a shot- 
gun or other weapon. (The winter is 
more hazardous for this reason.) 

You can mentally prepare yourself 
for a robbery. Think about what you 
would do, what you should do; “think

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of the options available to you.” 

Have ‘‘six-foot markers” around the 
shop. If you know a particular shelf 
on a particular wall measures six feet, 
and if the robber should be standing in 
front of that shelf, you will have a 
fairly accurate estimate of his size. Try 
to spot six-foot markers for yourself 
at various points in your store. 

Keep the police phone number 
handy so that there will be no delay 
in calling when they are needed. 

“Keep a spare key hidden” in your 
storeroom, back room, basement — 
any place where the thief might lock 
you in — so that you can let yourself 
out when the need arises. 

Of course, keep cash to a minimum. 
“Make frequent — but NOT routine — 
bank deposits. Do NOT go alone.” 

Our police force has an escort ser- 
vice. If you request it, they will follow 
you to the bank in their car, anywhere 
within city limits, as often as you like. 
Check and see if your town has an 
escort service, too. 

Have some marked currency in the 
cash drawer. You may use any of 
various invisible chemicals to mark 
the bills. (The chemicals become 
visible under ultra-violet light.) Or 
you can simply jot down the serial 
numbers of a few bills. 

There is also a “fake bundle” or 
“fake pack” on the market. This looks 
just like a wad of real money, except 
that there is tear-gas inside.

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place. Train your eyes to see, and your 
brain to register the details of what 
you see. You can do this when driving 
in a car, eating in a restaurant, at 
home, in the shop, anywhere. 

Also, if there is more than one of 
you in the shop, plan who will do 
what in case of robbery. Who will ob- 
serve the thief when he leaves? Who 
will call the police? Who will start 
writing down the robber’s physical 
characteristics? And so on... 

If there is a witness, try to detain 
him until the police arrive. (Who will 
talk to the witness?) 


ALARMS 


It is advisable to have a “hold-up 
alarm” near the cash register or in the 
back room. This is a silent device 
which you can use while being robbed. 
Just step on a floor button, or flip a 
switch of some sort, and an alarm rings 
at police headquarters ONLY (NOT in 
your shop). 

“A buddy alarm is another good 
idea.”” The same sort of mechanism 
can be set up to ring in the shop next 
door to you. Your neighbor will then 
call the police while the hold-up is in 
progress. 

It is advisable to test these hold-up 
alarms at periodic intervals. “Be sure 
to call the police to let them know 
you are going to test it.” It is recom- 
mended that you set up some sort of 
verbal code with the police for this 
purpose because some robbers may 
call the police themselves and say they 
are in Smith’s Antiques and are about 
to test the alarm! 


PRECAUTIONS 


Keep your shop well-lit! 

Set up barriers where you don’t 
want people to go (such as at the 
entrance to a back room). Be sus- 
picious of people showing special 
interest in these areas. 
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Be alert to loitering customers, 
especially if they are loitering in a car 
outside your shop. 

Be wary of strangers who ask your 
opening and closing hours, or request 
private appointments during off-hours. 

If you are not sure of having seen 
someone leave your shop, check all 
possible hiding places. (However, 
should you find someone, do NOT 
accuse him.) 

Set up your display window so that 
your shop is clearly visible from the 
street. This way it is conceivable that a 
patrol car passing by might observe a 
robbery in action. 

If you have a back room, it is a 
good idea to leave a TV or radio play- 
ing there when you are alone, so that a 
potential robber will think there is 
another person in the shop. 

Even before a robbery, if you are 
suspicious of anyone, do not hesitate 
to call the police. You don’t have to 
be robbed before you call them. 


PREVENTION 


Sgt. Koren tells us there is presently 
a crime-prevention project underway 
throughout the United States, being 
funded by federal grants. Teams assess 
places which have been burglarized or 
robbed. They study such things as the 
physical structure of the building, alert 
people how to assist one another and 
how to make their shops or homes 
more secure, and involve the commu- 
nity to preventive measures. 
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HOW TO CONQUER COLLECTING

In an attempt to deal with the 
chronic acquisitiveness that threatens 
the moral fiber of American society, a 
new organization, Collectors Anony- 
mous, has been established. Three 
years in the making, it is starting a 
nationwide campaign to alert people 
to the dangers of amassing collectibles, 
directing them to centers where 
trained personnel can assist in curing 
them of what psychiatrists now con- 
sider a disease of epidemic proportions. 

The founders believe that only 
through raising the national conscious- 
ness can collectors and potential col- 
lectors be spotted and helped. Every- 
one who has ever assembled more than 
two objects of the same genre in other 
than random order is encouraged to 
examine himself for the ‘Telltale 
Warning Signs.” Co-workers, neighbors 
and relatives of those suspected of 
having such tendencies are urged to 
suggest that they contact the nearest 
Collectors Anonymous office. 


Telltale Warning Signs 

1. Belonging to a club for collectors. 
The simple fact is that collectors need 
others with whom they can share their 
passion. After a while how much fun 
can it be to stare at a collection of 
antique toothpick holders? Think of 
the unlimited pleasures that can be 
had by a group of people staring at 
several collections of antique tooth- 
pick holders. 

2. Not belonging to a club for 
collectors. This can be especially 
serious, indicating that you are too 
absorbed in your own collection of 
World’s Fair memorabilia to share it 
with others. Worse, though, is quitting 
a club because you think the other 
members do not take their World’s 
Fair memorabilia seriously enough. 

3. Installing a smoke detector in 
the room that houses your collection 


but not in your children’s bedroom. 
This is equivalent to a willingness to 
trade your spouse for a mint example 
of a 1916 U.S. Army trench knife! 

4. Having a special cabinet built to 
display your collection. If the cabinet 
has a lock and you sleep with one key 
on a string around your neck and keep 
the other in a safe deposit box, you 
need help. 

5. Referring to items in your col- 
lection by name. No. matter how 
aesthetically pleasing you find them, 
porcelain owls do not merit names. 
Especially dangerous is giving them 
names and then in private addressing 
them by nicknames orother endear- 
ments. 

6. Forbidding others to touch your 
collection. If you shoot to maim when 
a friend goes to touch your figurines, 
you are in trouble. If you are equally 
quick to say “Let me show you that” 
or ‘Please keep your greasy hands off” 
or otherwise indicate that an adult of 
average coordination and sensitivity is 
not worthy of trust, you value your 
possessions more than the feelings of 
your friends. 

7. Thinking you are a better person 
for it. There is no fool like the fool 
who thinks that being the owner of 
every political campaign button pro- 
duced since the Civil War makes him 
eligible for a special caste. 

8. Starting a second collection. 
The beginning of the end. Eventually 
you'll collect everything, use nothing. 

9. Collecting one of the High-Risk 
collectibles. These are objects that 
Collectors Anonymous has determined 
to be extremely dangerous to collect. 
They include: 

POSTCARDS: These have a strong 
tendency to lead one into developing a 
delusory view of reality, as it is known 


that many scenes depicted on them are

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not actual locales but merely artists’ 
conceptions of an ideal world. Many 
are produced with the aid of mirrors. 

STUFFED ANIMALS: The inani- 
mate pets are unsanitary, gathering 
allergens and providing a breeding 
ground for vermin. Also, psychological 
studies have shown that such objects 
foster withdrawal from fellow humans. 

LIMITED-EDITION PLATES: Self- 
destructive because of the hidden ex- 
penses involved. Collectors must not 
only figure the cost of the plate but 
also silverware, serving pieces, and 
crystal. Once that is done, you'll find 
that you rarely have occasion to use 
service for 300. 

BARBED WIRE: Believe it or not, 
people collect the hundreds of varie- 
ties of barbed wire. While the reason 
for this is unknown, it is a boring and 
antisocial habit. 

CIGAR LABELS, SOUVENIR 
SPOONS, BEER CANS: These distort 
one’s sense of what is important in life. 

MINIATURES: The miniature col- 
lector is never satisfied with the extent 
of his collection. This in turn fills our 
society with frustrated, destitute 
people. 

ANIMAL FIGURINES (e.g. owls, 
cats, elephants): Collectors of these 
risk alienating friends and relatives 
with the insipid cuteness of their 
collections, fostering resentment and 
nausea. 

HUMOROUS POULTRY RE- 
CIPES: Need anything more be said? 

It should be noted that while 
Collectors Anonymous considers all 
collecting to be potentially dangerous, 
there are certain items the collecting 
of which is held to be a secondary risk 
habit because they are not totally 
without redeeming qualities. Included 
in this group are U.S. coins and 
stamps. In times of need, the latter 
can be easily redeemed at face value, 
and therefore are not entirely worth- 
less. In a pinch, that uncanceled two- 
cent commemorative from 1875 can 
be glued alongside last year’s 13-cent 
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stamp to meet the latest postal re- 
quirements, 

Also’ tentatively classified as 
secondary risk articles, until further 
studies have been undertaken, are 
accumulables, which people do not 
collect to display but simply to hoard 
for imagined future use, e.g., plastic 
bags, rubber bands, jars, and string. 
The feeling at Collectors Anonymous 
is that collectors of these often delude 
themselves with the logic that “‘you’ll 
never know when they'll come in 
handy.” This is a sham. Five thousand 
used plastic bags haven’t come in 
handy since Martha Washington 
packed lunch at Valley Forge. 

Although Collectors Anonymous 
views collecting as a symbolic search 
for the security collectors never had as 
children, or alternatively, a doomed 
effort toward self-actualization in a 
material world, many collectors them- 
selves maintain they are in it only for 


the money. 
While this is a reasonably honest 
answer, Collectors Anonymous 


believes that greed is no excuse and, if 
anything, more reprehensible than 
other more psycho-pathological moti- 
vations. It is those very people, who 
with dollar signs in their eyes prey on 
the uncontrollable habits of others, 
that need help the most. 

So Collectors Anonymous urges 
you, if you recognize any of the Tell- 
tale Warning Signs in your own be- 
havior, to call the Collectors Anony- 
mous Hot Line. The number is in your 
telephone directory. 

If you have directories for more 
than one city, or several phone books 
for the same city, dial quickly!

For marketing 
reasons, we don’t want to switch our 
l-ounce coin users to the smaller 
coins. We want to price our product 
like any other: The bigger the pack, 
the less you pay for [a unit of] it.” 
For their part, London’s bullion 
dealers, the gold coin merchants who 
move much of South Africa’s mer- 
chandise, seem to be losing no time 
building their own inflated commis- 
sions into the new Krugerrands’ retail 
price structure.

intrinsic gold value. Worked out 
another way, ten tenth-of-an-ounce 
Krugerrands would cost a customer 
over 25% more than l-ounce coin 
would. Such is the pain of being 
small. Anyway you put it, dealers may 
be pocketing a commission on the 
smallest Krugerrands of around 20% 
after paying the South Africans their 
15% premium. 

Will the new pricing schedules back- 
fire on the South Africans? London’s 
gold dealers think not. “In a sense,” 
confides a top bullion dealer at Lon- 
don stockbrokers, W. Greenwell & Co., 
“the South Africans are robbing Peter

— the old 1-ounce coin — to pay Paul 
— the new coins. They probably won’t 
sell as many of the old Krugerrands. 
But I’m sure they'll sell more GOLD 
by offering the smaller coins.” The 
South Africans’ hefty premiums, he 
added, will probably be eaten up by 
International Gold Corp.’s ambitious 
advertising (headline: “Solid Gold 
Krugerrands Are Suddenly Within 
Everyone’s Reach’’) and general over- 
head. “I have always viewed the 
Krugerrand as nothing more than the 
South African government selling gold 
bullion at gold bullion prices but in a 
different form.”

There is a rumor in Israel today 
that there will be a new 50 sheqel 
coin for use in Israel.

The cost 
of producing the one agora and the 
five agorot, and ten agorot, and half 
shekel will be more than the face 
value of the coin.

Chart One points out that the one, 
five, ten agorot and half sheqel were 
issued first in 1980. Ask yourself 
how many will survive in B.U. con- 
dition.

The trade coins from 1980 to the 
present should interest collectors to- 
day because many did not seek out 
these coins at issue.

COIN MORALISTS 


As long as there have been coins, 
there have been coin moralists. And 
there’s nothing wrong with a little 
moral criticism, as long as it is “rea- 
sonable” and with “‘good intent.” 

Much of the criticism of our 
country’s coins has been sporadic 
and only occasionally “informed” or 
of “good intent.” The first American 
coin critic was probably Benjamin 
Franklin. Franklin argued that our 
country’s national symbol, the eagle, 
was a “bird of bad moral character,” 
and therefore unfitting to appear on 
our coins as a national symbol. He 
wanted the turkey to have this honor! 
He felt the turkey was a “more re- 
spectable bird, a true original native 
of America.” Therefore, it would bea 
more fitting and peaceful representa- 
tive of the nation. 

Fortunately, I think, our fore- 
fathers overruled Mr. Franklin on the 
basis that the eagle was a more spirited 
symbol for a new nation . . . noted for 
its sharp vision and powerful wings. 
And, as history has borne out, we are a 
strong and powerful nation, more ap- 
propriately portrayed by the mighty 
eagle than the peaceful turkey. Beware 
the fowls of history. 

Early American coin critics also 
complained that the first eagles on our 
coins were too young looking and 
more mature looking eagles should 
have been placed on the coins. How 
this reasoning came about, I’m not 
sure, but our country was certainly a 
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fledgling in its internal or external 
affairs for most of its early history. 
Many historians today would argue 
that the United States did not mature 
as a nation until after World War II 
when it found itself in the role of 
world leadership. Others, of course, 
have accused us of feathering our 
international nest. 

Throughout our history moralists 
have often been coin critics, too. For 
example, America’s acknowledged 
“most beautiful currency issues” are in 
the famous “Educational Series of 
1896.” This series of notes is prized as 
no other currency in the world for its 
artistic designs. Yet moralists immedi- 
ately objected to the beautiful Five 
Dollar Silver Certificate in that series 
as soon as it was released. The indig- 
nant clamor all started because a 
female with one breast exposed and 
several other Greek-like goddesses 
skimply clad, were placed on the 
reverse of that bill. It’s not my pur- 
pose to judge what is moral or im- 
moral in the design of this note, but 
the difference between morality and 
immorality is often in the eye of the 
beholder rather than in the work of 
art. As you might expect, before the 
turn of the century the controversial 
note was replaced by another bill of 
no controversy. 

Moralists became coin critics again 
in 1916 when the first issues of the 
new Standing Liberty Quarter were 
released. This time the clamor was 
more vocal because the right breast of 
Liberty was exposed. The moralists 
won again, successfully forcing the re- 
design of the coin in just two years. 
Only 52,000 of the Liberty Quarters 
were struck in 1916, making it at least 
five times more valuable than most 
other uncirculated Liberty Quarters 
issued during that era. Twelve million 
more were minted in 1917, only to 
succumb to a modified design which 
fully covered Liberty’s breast. 

Other coin critics have come forth 
with valued and informed judgments, 
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only to be ignored by the United 
States Mint. This happened when our 
nation first contemplated issuing its 
Two Cent and Twenty Cent coins. 
Bankers and other financial experts 
argued that there was no practical 
need for these pieces and they would 
not circulate in commerce. Yet the 
coins were issued against their pro- 
tests and, sure enough, went into 
oblivion because of non-use. 

History repeated itself when the 
U.S. Three Cent pieces and Three 
Dollar gold coins were issued in 1854. 
These series were minted until 1889, 
generally in very small quantities, but 
finally were expired because of non- 
use by the public. 

20th century coin critics have 
generally been: misinformed and 
tended to the somewhat humorous. 
For example, when the Roosevelt 
Dime was first issued in 1946, the 
initials of its designer, John Sinnock, 
were placed on the front (obverse) of 
the coin. When the public saw the 
initials “‘J.S.’ on the coin, it clamored 
and complained that they were surely 
those of Joseph Stalin and indeed our 
country had been hoodwinked by the 
Russians! 

The most criticized designer of 
American coins was Victor D. Brenner, 
the designer of the famous Lincoln 
Cent. Mr. Brenner included his 
“V.D.B.” initials along the bottom of 


the reverse side of the newly issued 
Lincoln Cent in 1909. Incidentally, 
the practice of placing the designer’s 
initials on coins goes back many cen- 
turies for most nations of the world. 
Well, when the American Public saw 
those V.D.B. initials on the new 
pennies, bedlam broke out all over the 
country. “Who does this V.D.B. guy 
think he is?” The complaints were in- 
tense enough that the large initials on 
the reverse of the coin were removed 
in a couple of months . . . again mak- 
ing the earlier Lincoln Cent issues with 
the large V.D.B. more sought-after as 
collector items. 


Then comes the humorous part! 
Take a Lincoln Cent of today and 
your favorite magnifying glass and 
look on the FRONT of the Lincoln 
Cent — at the bottom of Lincoln’s 
arm, near the edge. You betcha... 
those initials “V.D.B.” in tribute to 
Victor D. Brenner!

“THE IMPACT OF WEAK STRIKE VS. STRONG STRIKE 
ON GRADING AND PRICE” 
By BILL FIVAZ

PROCEEDINGS 

Mr. Fivaz: Before we go too far, 
Randy, the subject, of course, that 
obviously I did not pick, the subject 
that Randy asked me to speak on, as I 
say, obviously I didn’t select it, is the 
subject of Weak Strikes versus Strong 
Strikes on Grading and Price. 

I want to thank you, Randy, for 
giving me this topic to talk on. And 
you know what this is, don’t you? 
It is a hot potato. So enjoy. (Mr. 
Fivaz throws a “hot potato” to Mr. 
Campbell.) This is just what this 
subject is, believe me. 

I’m not going to quote any figures 
during this presentation, any prices, 
or anything like that. The basic thrust 
of the presentation will be primarily 
to acquaint you with what we mean 
by weak strike, where it occurs on 
various series, why it occurs, and 
ultimately, how I feel and really 
ANACS feels, about weak versus 
strong strike and grading. We will get 
into the pricing area — not with 
figures but how it relates to price, also. 

The first thing we really have to do 
is to identify strike. What is strike? 
For want of a better description, I 
would offer that strike is the degree 
of clarity, or sharpness, of the in- 
tended design detail on a coin. Let me 
read that again. Strike is the degree of 
clarity or sharpness of the intended 
design detail on a coin. 

Now, there are several reasons that 
a coin could be weakly struck or not 
fully struck up. It is presently well 
synonymous, those two phrases. And 
let me get the slides here, and we will 
go right to the slides. 


This is very informal, and if you 
have any questions anywhere during 
the presentation, please interrupt at 
any time. 

The first law of statistics, first of 
all, is if the statistics don’t support 
your viewpoint, you obviously need 
more statistics. And the second law, 
given enough statistics you can prove 
anything. Well, Iam not going to give 
you statistics here. What I am going to 
try to do is show you again what 


strike is and how that relates to grade 
and price, obviously. 

The first coin we see is actually a 
struck coin. This is a silver dollar, and 
Tom Delorey has identified this as a 
1921-S, believe it or not, and I will tell 
you how he did it. I bought this as a 
blank planchet, but it is not a blank 
planchet. You can see the denticles 
all around the edge, all around the rim. 
In order for those to appear, of course, 
the coin had to be struck. 

Tom offers that this particular coin 
is a 21-S, primarily because of denticle 
design and the edge area. The 21-S has 
a very characteristic rim. The only 
Morgan Dollar with that particular 
type of rim. It’s obviously not a Peace 
Dollar, because Peace Dollars didn’t 
have denticles. So it has to be a 
Morgan. And the fade-away rims on 
the 21-S are identical to this, and 
therefore, Tom has suggested that this 
in fact isa 21-S. 

This is an extremely weakly struck 
coin, due primarily to incomplete 
striking pressure. Now, you don’t very 
often see them this weak. This is a 
closeup of that particular coin. Again, 
you can see the denticles.

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So a weak strike, with the dies not 
hitting the planchet with sufficient 
force, is one particular cause of a coin 
not being struck up fully. 

Why might they reduce the pressure 
on a die to create a weak strike? Let’s 
go back to this one, first of all. If you 
can see some design on this particular 
coin, you would see that it was weak 
in the lowest parts of the die or the 
highest parts of the coin. 

Many times during the life of a die, 
they reduce the pressure to save the 
dies. Dies were quite expensive. They 
still are, but they were very expensive 
back in the earlier years. And, in order 
to save the dies, they’d reduce the 
pressure to keep the dies in service for 
a longer time. Consequently, reduced 
pressure means the coin will not be 
fully struck up in the higher areas on 
the coin, obviously the low areas on 
the die. Incomplete strike, if you will. 


Okay. Let’s go back to the Morgan 
Dollar, especially. What is the differ- 
ence between a weak strike and coins 
struck by worn dies? First of all, a 
coin weakly struck (with inadequate 
striking pressure) will exhibit lack of 
detail in the areas of high relief on the 
coin. This is the result of the deepest 
portions of the die failing to fill 
properly due to the lack of pressure, 
just described. 

A coin struck on the worn dies will 
show the detail missing in the areas of 
low relief on the coin, usually at the 
edges of the devices. 

Another example of a worn die 
strike is the orange-peel effect in the 
field of the coin, radiating outward to- 
ward the rim. You will find many, 
many Morgan Dollars with this area 
above the hair over ear flatly struck. 
Primarily, your O-Mints, your New 
Orleans Mints. They probably used in- 
adequate striking pressure in New 
Orleans and, therefore, this area, 
which is the highest point of the coin 
and the lowest point of the die, the 
last portion of the die to fill, was not 
fully struck up. 
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Now, how can you tell that this is 
due to a weak strike rather than wear? 
It’s quite simple, really. Look at this 
area. What do you see? You see Mint 
luster. And you see Mint luster down 
here. It is flatter than a pancake on the 
ear and under here, but yet you have 
that nice frostiness, the Mint luster. 
That is an indication that this coin is 
Mint state, and that it is not the result 
of wear. 

Conversely, on the reverse, again a 
weak strike, in the leaves of this 21-S, 
you can see in this area it is the deep 
part of the die, therefore, the last 
portion of the die to fill up. 

So, because of this last portion to 
fill up, the detail is woefully lacking in 
this area. The breast, of course, is even 
more significantly soft or not struck 
up. So we are talking really about the 
highest points of the coin and the 
lowest parts of the die. 

Here it would behoove you to 
know your high points as far as 
grading goes, because if you see a coin 
that you think is weakly struck, if it’s 
on the high points of the particular 
coin, okay, fine, you have to deter- 
mine then whether it is wear or not 
fully struck up. 

Knowing your high points of wear 
is very, very important. 

Again, a Morgan Dollar Obverse. 
These are striations that you see very, 
very often on Morgan Dollars and 
other coins. But particularly on 
Morgan Dollars. 

Again, they are pretty much in the 
area of high relief on the coin, not in 
the low relief area, and these are plan- 
chet striations. When the planchets 
were produced, they were produced 
from a strip that had been back in the 
days when dollars were made, put on 
what they call a draw bench, to 
smooth out or scrape off the impuri- 
ties on top of the roll or the strip, 
before the planchets were punched 
out. And that draw bench, if it had 
any little nicks or irregularities in it, 
would cause grooves or depressions in 
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that whole strip. 

And then, when the planchets were 
punched out, each planchet would 
have these fairly heavy striations in the 
planchets, when struck, would — the 
striations would be obliterated by the 
design, by most of the design, especi- 
ally in the high points. In the field, 
you can’t see any of these, because the 
field is the first portion of the die to 
strike the planchet, so it would obliter- 
ate all of these particular striations. 

Where you do see them, of course, 
is on the hair above the ear, the ear 
and especially on the cheek, on the 
jaw in quite a few of the Morgans, and 
in the breast areas. So these are noth- 
ing more than planchet striations on 
the coin before the coin was struck, 
again the result of the coin not being 
fully struck up. 

Here we are on the cheek. That’s a 
very, very popular area for these stria- 
tions to show up, because, again, it’s a 
high point of wear on the particular 
coin, Again, if you have any questions, 
just jump in. 

Okay. Now we go to a worn die. 
This is another reason that a coin 
could not be fully struck up. Being 
struck from a worn die. We are still 
defining strike now. You will note the 
area up here on the outside of the flag, 
where it meets the field, is very, very 
indistinct, and this is an area of low 
relief on the coin. This is an area of 
high relief on the coin, the fingers, the 
hands, this part of the flag, the letters. 
But where the flag or any design meets 
the field, unless it comes up very, very 
sharply, it’s an area of low relief on 
the coin. 

This area of the die is very, very 
close to the field of the die; therefore, 
any polishing or any wear of the die 
would occur first along that area. 

Now I am sure you have all seen 
coins with this particular characteris- 
tic, like radiating dies outward from 
the center. This is a Roosevelt Dime 
that was struck by a very worn die. 
The die was simply used far past its 
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effectiveness. So the orange-peel effect 
— as it is sometimes called — would 
denote a coin that was struck from 
very worn die. And you will also 
notice that there is a lack of clarity 
and sharpness of the lettering and the 
details. It’s very, very indistinct. 

Again, this is a reason why a coin 
might not be fully struck up. 

This is characteristic on your 1924 
Peace Dollars, especially. On your 22, 
23, but especially, the 24 Peace 
Dollars. Your radiating lines coming 
out, a very worn die that was used. 
And what causes this is the die has 
been literally pitted or eroded from 
constant striking of the die against the 
metal, against the planchet. And it 
just creases little crevices or pimples in 
the die, if you will, which in turn 
creates raised portions or raised ridges 
from the center outward. 

Because this is a good example of 
metal flow from the center of the 
coin outward. We will get into that a 
little later. 

So this is characteristic of the 24. 
Now we are getting into the actual 
coins themselves. We are going to run 
a series of coins that are weakly 
struck, 

Here is the typical area on an 
Indian Cent that comes weakly struck, 
up in this area, and also to a lesser 
degree down in here. This lower por- 
tion of the bust, also. But if you find 
a weakly struck Indian, generally it’s 
going to appear up in this area up here. 

I have two sets of coins, actual 
coins, up here that are weakly struck. 
The contemporary ones, the Lincoln 
Cent up to the Peace Dollar and the 
older one, the Indian Cent through the 
Morgan Dollar. And most of these 
coins are in the set, so I invite you 
down to take a look at these coins 
later. This is actually a piece, as you 
will see in the holder, that has Mint 
luster on it. And it’s technically an 
uncirculated piece. But it’s struck 
from extremely worn dies — e€x- 
tremely. It’s a 1926-D. And, getting 
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into price just briefly, although this is 
technically uncirculated because there 
is no wear whatsoever on it. Mint 
state is the absence of wear. Because 
this is uncirculated, it would necessar- 
ily be graded uncirculated, but struck 
with worn dies or extremely worn 
dies. What would it sell for? You 
would be very lucky to get a Good or 
VG price for it. So grading determines 
price to a certain point. 

But the actual coin — every coin — 
has to stand on its own. And this coin 
would be priced far, far below any 
Mint state price because it has a case 
of the uglies. This is the reverse. Look 
at that. And again, when you see the 
coin, you'll see that it does have Mint 
luster on it. A 26-D. 

On the Buffalo Nickels, this is the 
first area to lack clarity, on the ob- 
verse. Also, the nose, over in here, and 
the jaw. This happens to be a 34-D 
which is habitually weakly struck. 
35-D is even worse, the 26-D worse 
than that. But this 34-D, the hair 
above the die, braid, very often is 
extremely weak. 

On your early Philadelphia Mints, 
your 14, 15, 16, 17, generally you'll 
find pretty good strikes in this area. 
But when you get up into the 20s, the 
late teens, it is very seldom you get a 
full strike in this particular area. 

On the reverse, the area right oppo- 
site that, is this shoulder area here. 
That is the last portion to be struck 
up fully. 

A VOICE: Question. 

MR. FIVAZ: Yes? 

A VOICE: The worn hub is also 
going to have an effect on the — 

MR. FIVAZ: A worn hub will also 
transfer to the die, yes, and create a 
weakly struck coin. 

A VOICE: Another question, Bill. 

MR. FIVAZ: Yes? 

A VOICE: Back to the Buffalo 
tail. Is that a weak strike also? 

MR. FIVAZ: Up in here yes, abso- 
lutely. That is a high point. That is a 
high point there. 
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Now just a quick mention on grad- 
ing Buffaloes. The first thing I look at 
is this bone right here, the hip bone, 
or the iliac crest if you’re a doctor. 
Right there — the hip bone and the 
flange underneath it. This is the first 
area that is going to show wear in a 
Buffalo Nickel. 

Very frankly, I seldom grade a 
Buffalo from the obverse. I look at it, 
of course, and I take it into considera- 
tion. But this is the first area I look at 
on a Buffalo Nickel to see if there is 
any wear or color change in this area. 

If that is flat, right there, you have 
got problems. And it will usually ex- 
hibit some color difference on the 
flange underneath. I don’t pay too 
much attention to the horn. I don’t 
pay too much attention to the tail. 

This is the one that I key in on 
here. But again, this area here, the 
tail, certainly, and this area is very 
prone not to strike up fully. The hair 
in front of the horn. 

I don’t ever recall seeing a 24-D, 
for example, that has a fully struck 
hair portion in front of the horn on 
the Buffalo. This is a 35-S, which is 
absolutely horrible as far as strike 
goes. The luster is incredible in this 
coin. Can we sharpen that up just a 
tad, maybe? Good, thank you. 

You can see here how flat the nose 
is, even the lips and the cheek, and in 
here it is flat all the way up to here. 

This has incredible luster on it, this 
particular coin. And it would qualify 
technically again as a Mint State 65, 
but it would have to be qualified in 
the industry as a weak strike. 

You certainly would not command 
— this coin would certainly not com- 
mand a 65 price nor probably a 63. 
You might not even get a 60 price out 
of it, even though it is in a truly Mint 
state. 

The Mercury Dime — the first area 
to develop a-weakness is here, the fore- 
lock, up here on the Mercury.
